SEVERE ATTACK MADE 
ON MARATHON DANCES 


Recent Action of New 
York State in Repealing 
Dry Enforcement Code 
Declared Insult to U. S. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 19.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—The Southern 
Baptist convention, in session here, 
today selected Atlanta, Ga., as the 
place for the convention next year, 
indorsed the establishment of a sem- 
inary for negroes in Nashville, Tenn., 
and approved plans for the erection of 
a $2,000,000 hospital in New Orleans, 
Louisiana. 

“Marathon dances” were character- 
ized as disgusting exhibitions; mob 
violence, whether by persons masked 
or unmasked, was declared to “trample 
in the dust every human right,” and 
prohibition laws were indorsed in a 
report of the social service commis- 
sion, adopted tonight by the cop- 
vention. 

- Report on Dancing. 

On the question of dancing the re- 
port said in part: 

“The ever present and ever inso- 
lent dance evil continues, The latest 
form of nauseating excess to which 
this destroyer of the modesty and 
morals of manhood and womanhood 
has gone is the disgusting exhibitions 
popularly known as ‘marathon 
dances.’ 

“The recent action of New York in 
repealing its enforcement code is a 
disgrace to that state and insult to the 
federal government,” the report said, 
in commenting on the eighteenth 
amendment. 

“Enforcement in New York will be 
somewhat more difficult but prohibi- 
tion will go forward, not backward. 
The question before the American 
people is not, shall we have prohi- 
bition but shall erderly government 
prevail. 

“The recent decision of the su- 
premne court is in every way good 
for this cause. Jt is a surprise that 
it holds that American ships are ex-

?Why the Weather? 
DR. CHARLES F. BROOKS, 


Secretary American Meteorological 
Society, says: 


Beware Late Spring Frosts 

Late Spring frosts are not un- 
common in the northern United 
States, and sometimes cause heavy 
loss to market gardeners and or- 
chardists, as well as doing damage 
to the flower gardens, Although 
the nights of spring are shorter 
than those of autumn and there- 
fore present less opportunity for 
cooling to the frost point before 
morning, the ground and the air 
aloft are both colder in spring and 
the air is drier than in autumn. 
The more rapid cooling which oc- 
curs in consequence compensates 
for the shortness of time. 

While it is the low temperature 
fhat kills, frost is what we see. 
It differs little from frozen dew. 
When the air temperature falls 
below the dewpoint the tempera- 
ture of the ground and vegetation 
is low enough to cause the forma- 
tion of tiny ice crystals instead 
of water particles. It is the bright 
afternoon, followed by the _ still 
night with a clear sky, that offers 
the threat. Then is the time to 
cover vegetation with something, 
if it is only a newspaper, not to 
keep the frost out, as the saying is, 
but to keep the heat in by check- 
ing radiation from the ground and 
leaves. In the same way a smoke 
screen serves as protection against 
frost, taking the place of the cloud 
in curbing radiation, and this 
form of protection has come to 
be used widely in orchards when 
fruit buds are in danger. But or- 
chard heating rather than orchard 
smoking is usually preferred, 
though the smoke and the heat 
operate to the same end.

Expressions from members of gen- 
erad council, obtained by Lhe Consti- 
tution, show that the sentiment in 
iuvor of a central park is decidedly 
stronger than oppusition to it.

in Georgia is almost four times that 


of the United States as a whole. Of 
the six southeastern states Georgia has 
a greater death rate from this dis- 
ease than any, and Fulton county bas 
more typhoid deaths than any other 
county in the state. 

These statements were secured from 
the office of Dr. Davis, in charge of 
the statistical department of the state 
department of health. They are tak- 
en from the mortality reports of the 


census bureau for 1921 and, while 
the death rate was not quite so heavy

Rather it 
is probable that the prevalence was 
greater in these counties, for they are 
those where there are no county health 
officers to assist in preventing the 
disease and where no special effort is 
{made to protect the people from its 

ravages. They are simp! thoxe 
counties where the local offj#ers fail- 
ed to enforce the vital statistics law 
and did not require a publi¢ record of 
deaths to be filed before burial. 

Concluding his statement, Dr. Davis 
says: 

“These rates made publie to the 
world by the federal bureau of the 
census are not only alarming but are 
extremely detrimental to the growth 
and development of the state. Money- 
ed men will mo longer risk their in- 
vextments in territories where labor 
cannot produce results, life insurance 
companies charge higher rates and a 
tax direct or indirect is levied on 
each citizen to care for th esick.

230 Members of Prison Re- 
ligious Association. 


Eight inmates of the state prison 
farm at Milledgeville professed faith 
in Christ during the month of April, 
and there are now 230 members of 
the State Farm Religious associa- 
tion, a non-sectarian, undenomina- 
tional body, according to the monthly 
report of the prison chaplain, given 
out by the prison commission Satur- 
day. 

Dr. E. ©. Atkins is chaplain at the 
prison. In his report he tells in sim- 
ple, dramatic style, the story of the 
religious work going on among the 
men and women inmates of this state 
institution. He tells how, each Sun- 
day, he preaches on a hill-top, under 
a grove of trees, with his convict- 
audience seated around him on camp 
stools, made for this purpose by the 
men at the tuberculosis camp. There 
ig an improvised pulpit with Bible, 
song book and a vase of cut flowers 
upon it, 

Various individuals and organiza- 
tions recently have made welcome 
gifts of songbooks to the prison, he 
reports, and other friends have sent 
vegetable and flower seeds. He de- 
scribes a great improvement in the 
condition. of the grounds and about 
the camps and tells how the beauty, 
cleanliness and attractive appearance 
of the grounds always brings sur- 
prised comment from visitors.

Plaintiff :gnored these requests of defend- 
ant and offered her no promise of protec- 
tion or relief, in consequence of which 
defendant was forced to leave home to 
seek refuge and protection as aforesaid. 

“ll. When defendant went away she 
left her children, Rufus 8. Crane, Jr., and 
Vinita Tate Crane, in the care and the 
custody of the father and mother of de- 
fendant, Mr. and Mrs. Robert L. Patter- 
son, of Athens, Georgia, where defendant 
knew they would be best cared for until 
she could make further provision for them. 

“Wherefore, defendant respectfully prays: 

“‘(a) That a divorce be denied plaintiff. 

““(b) That defendant be granted a total 
divorce from plaintiff. 

‘““(c) That the custody of the said chil- 
dren, Rufus 8. Crane, Jr., and Vinita ‘Tate 
Crane, be awarded defendant.

The other is the bandits’ de- 
mand, repeated again and again, that 
because they cannut trust the prom- 
ises of the Chinese government, guar- 
antee that their terms will be met 
must be given from some responsible 
source.

N BEN HLL COUNTY. 


Initial Plans Are Made for 
Final Supply of 3,000 to 
5,000 Cows. 


Fitzgerald, Ga., May 19.—(Specialy 
At a business men’s meeting last 
night the first positive, initial steps 
were taken to establish at once a 
creamery in Fitzgerald and at the — 
same time the financing of dairying 
cows in this and surrounding terri- 


tory, looking to the final supply of 
three to five thousanad cows for this 
creamery. 

There was unanimous opinion that 
the establishment of a creamery here, 
where the advantages of location are 
fine on account of a number of rail- 
roads centering here, and on account 
of the peculiar adaptability of the 
lands for dairying, would do a great 
deal toward realizing a dream of great 
prosperity. ‘There are about fifty 
shippers of cream to nearby cream- 
eries who are demanding the estab- 
lishment of a creamery here and 
these shippers and other farmers are 
greatly desirous of adding many more 
cows. 

The banks have signified their ap- 
proval of the matter and their willing- 
ness to finance both the creamery and 
the shipment of dairy cows. 

A movement was also set up for 
establishing here as large, if not the 
largest hatchery in the state. Publie 
| spirited and progressive parties from 
(our county have made trips recently 
to similar enterprises and have stud- 
‘ied the situation carefully and come 
back firmly believing that with a 
creamery here, with a large hatchery 
and with the further development of 
hog raising, which is already exten- 
sive, we shall have a section where 
|prosperify will abound and _ into 
iwhich many people from other sec- 
tions will find their way. 

County Agent C. T. Owens yester- 
day took a party of one hundred to 
visit the Tifton hatchery and state ex- 
periment station at Tifton, the party 
being composed of business men, farm- 
ers and school children, club workers 
and others, all of whom manifested 
the utmost enthusiasm in vhese pro- 
jects, 

We have recently had inquiries for 
large tracts of land measuring up in 
the thousands of acres and, also, for 
small tracts, these inquiries coming 
from people who have discovered our 
adaptability to the growing of the 
ihog, the hen and the cow, along with 
a reasonable amount of cotton and an 
abundance of feedstuff. 

People are beginning to realize that, 
after all, the boll weevil may prove a 
tremendous blessing.

to pay. Her ereditors will not re- 
duce their claims because we will 
not reduce ours. What Germany can 
pay 1s problematical, but it is a mat- 
ter of common agreement that the 
maximum, say $12,000,000,000, will 
not be enough to meet the costs of 
reparations, styictly speaking, that 
is the costs of reconstruction and of 
European debts to America, which 
themselves aggregate approximately 
$12.000,000.000. In effect we ask 
of Germany's creditors al] that there 
is any reasonable ground for believ- 
ing she can pay, whieh would leave 
them nothing to meet the costs of 
rebuilding their ruins. 

The Franco-Belgian reply to CGer- 
many puts the whole thing squarely 
before the world. The two natlicns 
announce that they will stay in the 
Ruhr unti] Germany svrrenders anl 
pays, and that they wil! insist that 


Germany pay them enough to enalle 
them to pay for rebuiiding their ruins 


and discharge their debts to Bri- 
tain and the United States. Sirce 
Germany has defaulted on a payment 
of $12,000,000,000 and now. pro- 
twses a total of  $7,000,000,000 
with $3,000,000,000 conditional, and 
France, Italy end Belgium will have 
to spend at least $10,000.000,000 for 
rebuilding, more than half of which 
has been actually expended, the ex- 
tent of the deadlock is manifest. 
But the fact that we are pressing 
the French, Belgians and Italians to 
pay us, and have already brought the 
British to a debt-funding arrzenge- 


ment, compels rs to hold our hands 
and permit the french and Belgians 
to take such sters as they may with 


respect of Germany. As for the Ger- 
man, he still »eans to escape pay- 
ment, all payment if possible, all but 
a derisory contribution in any case, 
But his first necessity is to get the 
French and Belgians out of the Kubr 
and committed to an agreement Lind- 
ing them to stay out. Afterwards this 
rest of the battle will take its course 
and cannot be lost.

How I Exposed Dr. Cook’s Polar Fraud 


N spite of my long and fairly suc- 
cessful career as a journalist, 1 
have rarely achieved what is 
known as a “scoop,” that is to 
Say, an exclusive story of senSa- 
tional interest. 


The only important ‘‘scoop” that ! can 
claim, as far as 1 remember, was my dis- 
covery of Dr. Cook after his pretended dis- 
covery of the North Pole. That was due 
to a lucky sequence of events which led me 
by the hand from first to last. The story 
is amusing for that reason, and this is the 
first time | have written the narrative of my 
strange experiences in that affair. 


My first stroke of ludk, strange as it may 
seem, was my Starting twenty-four hours 
later than forty other correspondents in 
search of the explorer at Copenhagen. If 
1 had started at the same time, | should 
have done what they did, and _ perhaps 
taken the same line as they did. As it was, 
1 had to play a lone band and form my own 
judgment. 

1 had arrived at the Daily Chronicle of- 
fice from some country place when E. A. 
Perris, the news editor, now the managing 
editor, said in a casual way: 

“There’s a fellow named Dr. Cook who 
has discovered the North Pole. He may 
arrive at Copenhagen tomorrow. Lots of 
other men have the start of you, but see if 
you can get some kind of a story.” 


]1 uttered the usual groan, obtained a bag 
of gold from the cashier, and set out for 
Copenhgaen by way of the North Sea. On 
a long and tiresome journey I repeated the 
name ‘“‘Dr. Cook,’”’ lest I should forget it, 
wondered if 1 knew anything about Arctic 
exploration, and decided | didn’t, and ac- 
cepted the probability that I should be too 
late to find the great explorer, and 
shouldn't know what to ask him if I found 
him. 

1 arrived in Copenhagen dirty, tired, and 
headachy in the evening. 1 wanted above 
all things a cup of strong coffee, and with 
the German language, communicated my 
desire to a taxi-driver. He took me to a 
rather low-looking cafe filled with men and 
women and tobacco smoke. That was my 
second stroke of luck, for if 1 had not gone 
to that particular cafe 1 should never have 
met Dr. Cook in the way that happened. 


4 VER my cup of coffee I looked at the 
Danish paper, and could read only two 
words, “Dr. Cook.” <A young waiter serv- 
ed me, and when | found that he spoke 
English, 1 asked him if Dr. Cook, the ex- 
plorer, had arrived in Copenhagen. 

“No,” said the waiter. “He ought to 
have been here at midday. But there’s a 
fog in the Cattegat, and his boat will not 
come in until tomorrow morning. All 
Denmark is waiting for him,” 

So he had not arrived! Well, 1 might be 
in time, after all. 1 looked round for any 
journalist 1 might know, but did not see 
a familiar face. 

Presently, as I sat smoking a cigarette, 
} perceived a suddenly awakened interest 
among the people in the cafe. It was due 
to the arrival of a very pretty lady in a 
white fur toque, with a white fox-skin 
round her neck, accompanied by another 
young lady, and a tall Danish fellow with 
touSled hair. They took their seats at the 
far end of the cafe. 

The young waiter came up to me and 
whispefed with some excitement: 


“Did you see that beautiful lady? That 
is Mrs. Rasmussen!” 
The name meant nothing to me, and 


when | told him so he was shocked, 

“She's the wife of Knud Rasmussen, the 
famous explorer. It was he who provided 
Dr. Cook with his dogs before he set out 
for the North Pole. They are great 
triends.”’ 


I was aware that luck was befriending 
me. From that lady, if 1 had the pluck to 
speak to her, I could at least find out some- 
thing about the mysterious Dr. Cook, and 
perhaps get a good story abput 
whether 1 could meet him or not.

EOFREY KNYGHTON, the voung- 
est ensign attached to Sedwin’s 
Grenadiers, could yet recount his 
score of battles, for his fathers 
before him were soldiers, and he 
knew no other life. 

Nor did he waste a thought on 
any Other; he would often declare with a 
fine fervor that he ‘‘disdained the fopperies 
of the amorous puppies attracted to the 
army for the pleasure of a Scarlet coat.’’

His frail craft crushed, his guide 
shot and scalped, and he, after a desperate 
Struggle, ignominiously made prisoner. 
From that moment his haps, good and ill, 
were falling. 

A French dress uniform 
bearing no trace of any late struggle, strode 
ahead, drawing on a pair of kid gloves and 
softly singing a little song, whereof the 
burden was ‘‘Amour, guerre, et galanterie.”’ 

Knyghton gazed on him with a huge 
disgust, and he, on his part, would turn 
his head and look the Englishman over dis- 
passionately, with a whimsical flicker, as 
if he were revolving some humorous scheme 
whereof his prisoner was the instrument.

His sins grew larger and darker when 
he saw them as shadows against the purity 
of God. He confessed his iniquities and 
the iniquities of his people, for in the light 
of God's glory he could see imperfections 
that he had not noticed before—imperfec- 
tions in himself as well as in others. 

Then comes the consecration to service. 
One of the seraphim, “having a live coal in 
his hand’’—the Revised Version translates 
it ‘‘a hot stone’’—taken from off the altar, 
flew to Isaiah, and touched his lips with it, 
and proclaimed, ‘‘Thine iniquity is taken 
away, and thy sin purged.” 


The change wrought in Isaiah has been 
wrought in a great multitude since that 
dav. Men and women, timid and shrink- 
ing, distrustful of their own strength, have 
felt the touch of the live coal from the 
aliar and been instantly filled with a 
Strength that was not their own.  Relving 


abilitv, no summons 


upon their own might they could do noth- 


ing; but falling back upon the intinite 
Strength of God they dared to undertake 
any task. 


by prepared for the work set before 
him, Isaiah awaited instructions: when 
he heard the voice of the Lord saving, 
“Whom shall 1 send, and who will go for 
us?’’ he answered, ‘‘Here am 1]; send me.” 
in every age and in every community 
the Lord has work to do. None but the 
willing can be consecrated and none but 
the consecreated have the patience, the 
courage, and the devotion required. 


There are enough Christians in the world 
to bring, within a generation, the promised 
day when “every knee shall bow and every 
tongue confess,’—if every professing 
Christian woutd put his talents at the serv- 
ice of the Heavenly Father and, in the words 
of Isaiah, answer, ‘“‘Here 1 am; send me.”’ 


Isaiah played a dual role in the drama of 
his time. He was a Statesman, with a pas- 
sionate love of his people, as well as a 
prophet. Standing above petty quarrels 
and selfish strife, he called to the Children 
of Israel to obey God's Word that they 
might claim the promises He made to His 
people. 

He lived under five kings, beginning with 
Uzziah and ending with Mannaseh. Speak- 
ing trom a moral eminence and in constant 
communication with the Lord of hosts, he 
pleaded with king and subject. In Pelou- 
bet’s Notes Dr. W. J. Townsend as quoted 
aS paying the following. eloquent tribute 
to Isaiah the statesman: 

“He pleaded with his 


pe; le. wooed 


“He was a polished and high-bred gen- 
tleman, versed in various learning, and ta- 
miliar with the affairs of state. He was a 
man of keen suSceptibility, quick to feel 
a wrong, or to suffer under neglect, riei- 
cule, and reproach. But he never quailed 
under Opposition, nor wavered in. perse- 
cution,”’ 


hegre is even better known as a prophet 
than aS a statesman. There was no in- 
consistency then, and there ought to be 
none today, between leadership in religion 
and leadership in politics, especially in a 
government like ours. 

_ Love of the people is necessary if one 
would have influence in matters of govern- 
ment; it is also necessary if one would 
have influence in the church. And _ far- 
Sightedness is aS necessary in One case as 
in the other. While the statesman works 
in the present, he must look ahead and 
have in mind the unfolding of the future. 
So with the religious leader; he is always 
planning for the days to come, knowing 
that truth must triumph because it has God 
behind it. 

Isaiah is the prophet who pictured most 
disTinetly the coming and the character of 
the Messiah. In language of surpassing 
beauty he described the sufferings of the 
Saviour and the sacrificial character of 
those sufferings. We turn back to his in- 
spired words for the most beautiful de- 
scription of the atonement: 

“He was wounded for our transgres- 
sions, he was bruised for our iniquities; 
the chastisement of our peace was upon 
him; and with his stripes we are healed.” 

Isaiah’s voice it was, too, that announced 
the coming of the day when war would be 
no more. He gave us the figure most used 
‘o describe that transition for which the 
world is waiting, when the energy now 
wasted on the sword will be emploved en 
the plow; when man will use his strength 
in production instead of destruction, 

As a prophet he saw in the Messiah re- 
demption from sin; aS a statesman he saw 
in the teachings of the Prince of 
emancipation of the world 
humanities of the battlefield.

ean the show was over a great shout 
went up. The savages gathered into 
groups and discussed the performance, for 


all the world as people do “back home.” 
Then they crowded about us, demanding 
their pay for looking at my pictures! As 
I gave them their sticks of tobacco, each 
grunted out the same phrase—whether it 
meant ‘Fine’ or “Thank you’ or just 
“Good-bye,” I do not know. 


While we packed our apparatus, the na- 
tives cut bamboo and made rude torches. 
They lighted these torches at our fire, and 


then they set off in single file up the trail. 
We sat on the beach, watching the string 
of lights that wound through the black like 
a fiery serpent. The head disappeared over 
the top of the hill. Half an hour later 
the tail wriggled out of sight. 


The morning after our motion picture 
Show on the beach at Malekula found us 


anchored off Vao. We got luggage ashore 


as quickly as possible and then turned in 
to make up for lost sleep. We had slept 
little during our eight days in the village 


of Nagapate, but we know that the four 
hundred savages of Vao, though at heart 
as tierce and as cruel as any of the Male- 
kula tribes, lived in wholesome fear of the 
British gunboat; so we slept well and long. 

The next morning we said good-bye to 
Paul Mazouyer and he chugged away to 
Santo in the little schooner that for two 
weeks had been our home. Perrole and 
Stephens had sailed direct from Malekula. 
Osa and I were alone on Vao. 


We decided that the island of Vao would 
be a good place in which to maroon the 
people who have the romantic illusion that 
Savages lead a beautiful life. We had long 
ago lost that illusion, but even for us Vao 
had some surprises. One dav I made a 
picture of an old, blind man, so feeble that 
he could scarcely walk. He was one of 
the few really old savages about, and | 
gathered that he must have been a powerful 
chief in his day, or otherwise he would 
not have escaped the ordinary penalty of 
age—being buried alive. On the dav after 
I had taken his picture, when | went to 
his hut to speak to him, I was informed 
that “he stop along ground’ ard 1 was 
Shown a small hut, in which was a freshly 
dug grave. My notice of the old man had 
drawn him into the limelight. The chiefs 
had held a conference and decided that 
he was a nuisance. A grave was dug for 
him, he was put into it, a flat stone was 
placed over his face so that he could breathe 
('), and the hole was filled with earth. 
Cow a devil-devil man was squatting near 
the grave to be on hand in case the old 


maa asked for something. There was uve 


conscious cruelty in the act, simply a re- 
lentless logic. 


FEW days later, as we approached a 

village, we heard, at intervals, the 
long-drawn-out wail of a woman in pain. In 
the clearing we discovered a group of men 
laughing and jeering at something lying on 
the ground. That something was a writh- 
ing, Screaming young girl. The cause of 
her agony was apparent. In the flesh back 
of her knee, two great holes had been 
burned. 

“One fellow man, his name belong Nowdi, 
he ketchem plenty coconuts, he ketchem 
plenty pigs, he ketchem plenty Marvy,” said 
Arree, and he went on to explain that the 
“Mary’’ on the ground was the newest 
wife of Nowdi, whom he pointed out to 
us among the amused spectators. The sav- 
age had paid twenty pigs for her—a good 
price for a wife in the New Hebrides—but 
he had made a bad bargain; for the girl 
did not like him. Four times she ran away 
from him and was caught and brought 
back. The last time, nearly six months 
had elapsed before she was found, hiding 
in the jungle of the mainland. The day 
before we Saw the girl, the men of the vyil- 


lage had gathered in judgment. A stone 
was heated white-hot. Then four men held 
the girl while a fifth placed the stone in 
the hollow of her «nee, drew her leg back 
until the heel touched the thigh, and bound 
it there. 
anguish as the stone slowly burned into 
her flesh. Then they turned her loose. 
She would never run away again. 

We turned aside, half sick. It was hard 
for me to keep my hands off the brutes 
that stood laughing around the girl. Only 
the knowledge that to touch them would 
be suicide for me and death or worse for 
Osa held me back. But gradually I realized 
that it was not quite fair to judge these 
Savages—still in the stage of development 
passed by our Own ancestors hundreds of 
thousands of years ago—according to the 
Standard of civilized societv. And | re- 
membered how beastly even men of my own 
kind sometimes are when they are released 
from the restraints of civilization. 


FRXHE next marning Osa and I sat on the 

beach and watched the commuters set 
off for Malekula.

day to gather firewood and fruit and vege- 
tables. For the small island of Vao could 
not support its four hundred inhabitants, 
and the native women had accordingly 
made their gardens on the big island. This 
morning, as usual, the women were ac- 
companied by an armed guard; for the Vao 
men-did not take any chances when it came 
to a question of losing their women. Late 
in the evening the canoes came back again. 
The women had worked all day, many of 
them with children strapped to their backs; 
the men had lounged on the beach, doing 
nothing. But it was the women who pad- 
died the canoes home. There was a stiff 
sea and it took nearly three hours to pad- 
del across the mile-wide channel. When 
the boats were safely beached, the women 
shouldered their big bundles of vegetables 
and firewood and trudged wearily toward 
their villages, the men bringing up the 
rear, with nothing to carry except their 
precious guns. Among the poor female 
slaves—they were little more—we saw five 
who hobbled along with the aid of sticks, 
They were women who had tried to run 
away.

accusations against Cook, I was the sub- 
ject of hostile demonstrations in the restau- 
rants and cafes, and the Danish newspaper 
Politiken published a murderous-looking 
portrait of me and described me as “‘the liar 
Gibbs’’—a designation which afterward they 
withdrew with handsome apologies. 


The detail of the coil of evidence I wove 
about the feet of Cook need not be told in 
full. He claimed that he had told his full 
story to Severdrup, a famous explorer in 
Copenhagen, and that Severdrup pledged 
his‘own honor in proof of his achievement. 

Afterward I interviewed Severdrup and 
obtained a statement from him that Cook 
had given no proof whatever of his claim. 

He professed to have handed his written 
narrative and astronomical observations to 
the University of Copenhagen, and it was 
claimed on his behalf by the Danish press 
that these papers had been examined by 
astrounomical and geographical experts 
who were absolutely satisfied that Cook 
had reached the North Pole. 

From the head of the university I ob- 
tained a statement that Cook had submitted 
no such papers and had advanced no Scien- 
tific proof. 

Using his own narrative to me, which I 
had scribbled down as he talked, I enlisted 
the help of Peter Freuken and other Arctic 
travellers, to analyze his statements about 
his distances, his sledge-weights, the 
amounts of food drawn by his dogs, and 
his time-table. They proved to be absurd, 
and when he contradicted himself to other 
interviewers, | was able, wtth further ex- 
pert advice, to contradict his contradictions. 
It was a great game, which | thoroughly 
enjoyed, though | worked day and night, 
with only snatches of rest for food and 
Sleep.

One was when a statement was published 
in every newspaper of the world that the

Just the other day a man in the public eye came through 


a case of double pneumonia and pleurosy in what was regarded a miraculous manner. 
The verdict of doctors was that this was accomplished because the well-known man had 


been able to take regular nourishment. 

It was not mentioned, however, — that 
during his illness this man was tended 
Py a devoted sister who knew little od- 
dities of his taste, knew just how he liked 
to have his broth seasoned. She knew 
he couldn’t endure the sight of a poached 
egye—he had been “fed up’ on them in his 
childhood a half century before; but she 
knew he could eat a coddled egg with rel- 
ish. She knew when he was too weak to 
speak that the reason he turned in dis- 
gust from the milk toast the hospital nurse 
gave him was because it was sprinkled 
with pepper. A second dish with the pep- 
per left off, served in an odd little por- 
ringer that was an heirloom in the family, 
brought a faint smile of pleasant associa- 
tion to the sick mgn’s eyes. With his 
mind crowded with -pleasant childhood as- 
sociations, he ate the small portion of 
toast and milk with something approach- 
ing eagerness. 

“Sick people oughtn’t to be so fussy,’ 
you may say. “They should realize that 
they have to have very plain food.” But 
sick people cannet control their imagina- 
tions, they cannot dominate the flood of 
associations that throng into their wearied 
minds. 

: is of enormous importance to make 

he invalid tray look attractive. Re- 
member that sometimes eyes too dull to 
recognize a friend or a member of the fam- 
ily in the room are keen enough to no- 
tice a chip in the cup that holds the broth 
or a blur of tarnish on the spoon. Have 
the traycloth fresh for every meal. Rather 
than mussed travcloth use a paper nap- 
kin. It is possible to get napkins of 
heavy quality for this purpose that look 
vesy attractive on a tray. Children usu- 
aliy like the fancy paper napkins that show 
colored flowers or othe rdesigns. Get an 
assortment of these for the child invalid 
and serve different sorts when you bring 
in the between-meal glass of milk or orange 
juice. 

Often a single flower laid at the side of 
the tray brings cheer. In fact many an 
invalid would rather have a single flower 
brought in this way than a large bouquet 
left on his table for days at a time. 

It is Surprising how few home nurses, 
mothers, and wives—and housewives in 
general—know how to cook and = serve 
ordinary invalid and  -sickroom dietary. 
They may be good cooks ordinarily, but 
the simplest instructions from the doctor 
prove too much for them. 

Take so simple a matter as boiled milk. 
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Unless directions are given otherwise this 
means milk that is heated and allowed to 
cook several minutes in the top of a dou- 
ble boiler. If it is cooked over direct 
heat it is apt to scorch and scorched milk 
is not Only unappetizing, but may be ac- 
tually injurious. Remember that in serv- 
ing the hot milk the scum should be re- 
moved. 

A soft boiled egg means—a soft boiled 
egg. A minute over-cooking makes __ it 
anything but digestible. [Tor this reason 
when the doctor prescribes a soft egg it is 
better to coddle it. This means that the egg 
should be placed in boiling water, the dish 
being removed fgom the flame at once. 
It should then be allowed to remain in the 
dish covered for six minutes exactly. The 
egg is then of custard consistency. A lit- 
tle practice makes perfect. 


RANGE juice sounds easy, but even 
this sometimes is a snag to the unex- 
pert nurse. It is always better to strain 
the juice, because nothing is so annoying 
to the sick person as to have a bit of pith 
or a seed in the drink of orange juice. 
In warm weather it is made more attrac- 
tive if served with a little cracked ice— 
or better stil, if the small glass contain- 
ing the orange juice is Set into another 
larger glass dish containing cracked ice. 
The juice is then perfectly chilled without 
being diluted by the ice. 
If broth is prescribed, remember that 
this does not mean canned broth. To be 
sure there are certain brands of canned in- 


valid broth that in some cases may be 
acceptable, but usually the doctor means 
home-made broth. Don’t use the canned 
variety unless the doctor gives permission. 
Remember, too, that broth should be per- 
fectly free from grease. Nothing is more 
unappetizing than chicken broth with 
grease on the top. Make the broth long 
enough in advance so that it can be thor- 
oughly chilled in the refrigerator. Then 
the grease can be taken off the top in 
a solid cake. It is practically impossible 
to get all grease from the top of broth 
when it is skimmed off while still warm. 

Remember this—the smell of broth in 
the making is not appetizing Lamb and 
mutton broth especially have an unpleasant 
aroma. If you live in an apartment or 
small house where kitchen smells are apt 
to go into the sleeping rooms, close the 
kitchen tight while cooking the broth, and 
keep windows open 

When your patient is on soft food he 
may have custards and junkets But for 
some reason or other, junket and custard 
are dishes that in some persons rouse a 
positive disgust. “It would be impossible 
for me to loathe anything more than I 
loathe junket,’” one man commented re- 
cently. And another man remarked that 
he could forgive his wife anything sooner 
than the offence of serving baked custard 
for dinner. So be sure vour patient likes 
these dishes before serving them on the 
Sick-room tray. 

Here are some other dishes that may 
sometimes be erdered by the doctor for 
the tovalid 

Egg Lemonade.

Stumbling Blocks in Most 
Any Kitchen 


AKE the case of Mrs. Smith. Her 

kitchen is excellently equipped. 
She rather goes in for up to the 
minute cooking utensils and = de- 
vices and, having ample means 
and a generous husband, never 
has to weigh the pros and cons 
when it comes to buying a new 
fireless cooker, an electric motor for beat- 
ing eggs and polishing silver, a steam pres- 
sure cooker or any Such devices. 

Yet if you happened to follow Mrs. 
Smith into her kitchen some day when she 
is making cake or muffins or starting a 
batch of bread you would: be amazed to 
behold her flour sifter. The original cost 
of that sifter was ten cents, and she has 
had it for five years at least. It is as 
good a Sifter as you could expect for ten 
cents after five years’ Service, but it has 
no place in Mrs. Smith's perfectly  ap- 
pointed kitchen. You have to hold tt a 
certain way or the flour gets through un- 
Sifted, and you have to.cramp your left 
hand in an awkward position to make it 
possible to turn the handle to make the 
flour go through. <A spoon and a collan- 
der would be a tar better device

Don’t do this even when you have 
the road to yourself, for if you do you 
may get into the habit and cause annoy- 
ance later. The tvpical farmer is often 
represented by the cartoonists as walking 
with an untidy umbrella stuck under his 
arm. Perhaps he acquires this habit be- 
cause he is seldom in a crowd and doesn't 
realize how much discomfort an umbrella 
carried in this way may cause others.

It takes very little time to roll an umbrella 
up carefully and to put on the cover. 

Sometimes you find a person who Car- 
ries his umbrella over his shoulder as a 
soldier carries his bayonet on the march. 
This certainly is not a graceful way to 
carry a closed umbrella, and certainly there 
is little advantage. It must take more ef- 
fort to carry it this way than in cane 
fashion or with the cord or strap slipped 
over the wrist. 

The considerate person always checks 
his or her umbrella on entering a public 
building where it is possible to do so. It 
may take a few minutes of your time, but 
it saves annoyance, and if you check your 
wet umbrella you are doing your share 
toward keeping oui tracks of the inclement 
weather. 

In some churches there are racks in the 
vestibule where on may deposit uinbrellas. 
Sometimes One lesitates at leaving an um. 
brella in such a rack for fear that H might 
be taken off by mistake or otherwise. If 
you do take a wet umbrella into your 
pew make Sure that it does not cause your 
pew Sharers inconvenience. If no one is 
Sitting in the corner of the pew you may 
set it there. If there is nothing else to 
do with it, deposit it length-wise beneath 
ihe pew where no one can be annoyed by 
it.

How many of the rest of us 
do these things bother? How many of us 
know this moral unrest—this straining at 
the leash of conventions that were made by 
our forefathers? 

“Institutions are merely ways of ex- 
pressing human life,’”’ says Mr. Lewisohn. 
“When life changes why not change the in- 
Stitutions?’’ 

Well, why not? Because changes in in- 
Stitutions come too slowly to keep up with 
life. If our old institutions were not firm 
every erratic in Christendom could ex- 
pound his idea and the world would fol- 
low chaotically at his heel. 

In each generation there are a few souls 
who see the vision beyond. There are a 
few who strain to take the populace with 
them to new heights. But always there 
are enough of the ‘“‘stolid’’ folk in the com- 
munity to hold back and retain the old. 
But the work of those who have seen the 
vision is never in vain. Always a little fire 
is kindled and from it the youth of the next 
generation light their torches. After an- 
Other generation these dreams of the errat- 
ics are known as the Stability of the great 
majority. That is, if the dreams are found 
worthy they become the stability. 

For instance, the inventor of the print- 
ing press was known as the agent of the 
devil. But the printing press has become 
one of our big institutions. 

Then there is the great per cent of the 
restive. They reach out. They clamor. 
And yet they reject the corner-stone. They 
are afraid of the new thing that they are 
reaching after. They suffer morally be- 
cause they are afraid to overturn old in- 
stitutions. They are afraid to smash idols. 

Then there are the radicals who not only 
wade out from shore, but who plunge into 
the turbulent waves beyond the shallows. 
hey bring back the deep sea fish. Some- 
times they bring back sharks with great 
Sharp teeth, sharks which devour them- 
Selves i those who have followed after 
But si key bring back mndertul 


catches which those wading near the shore 
learn to know as very sweet meat. These 
catches are pulled ashore to the horror of 
the land-lubbers who finally accept them 
as Staple eat. 

“The course toward freedom is always 
the course toward sSalvation,’’ says Mr. 
Lewisohn, to the consternation of many 
proper minded ladies and gentlemen who 
have become fixed in the belief that con- 
ventionality is the only route toward eter- 
nal salvation. 


Ludwig Lewisohn’s book, ‘‘Up Stream,” 
which has been read everywhere in Ameri- 
ca and attacked from many sides, speaks 
much that is in his mind concerning the 
unthinking studénts who came _ into his 
classroom while he was professor in a great 
coeducational university. 

They believed, he says in his book talk 
on the business of education, ‘‘that the end 
and aim of life is happiness in terms of 
blameless prosperity.’’ They believed that 
“the majority was always right.”’ They 
neither ‘‘wrote verse nor broke idols.’’ 

“In addition,” the author goes on, “‘their 
morality is one of restraint and negation.” 

“How dare we,”’ says Mr. Lewisohn, quite 
outside of his book, ‘“‘How dare we say that 
this and that shall not be? How dare we 
submerge art under this flood of censor- 
Ship? Literary censors, motion picture 
censors, blue laws, prohibition laws? How 
dare we Say ‘Thou not’ to everything? 

“We live in fear of the expansive forces 
in human life, in fear of expressiveness. 
Somerset Maughan has said the whole thing 
in one line of his play ‘Rain.’ That line 
is ‘Thou shalt take no joy in anything’!” 

Mr. Lewfsohn, a little man whose every 
line of face and body is very definite, lets 
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
